 Mayor Holland reported that the codes department is inspecting overgrown properties 
and residences being considered for condemnation.  Letters have been sent to some of 
the property owners and the rest will be mailed soon.  It was stated by Mayor Holland 
that the owners of the trailers in question (across from the Little General Store) had 
requested more time to complete their disposal of the trailers.

It was noted that Ms. Rosalyn Winstead (who frequently attended the city meetings) 
passed away. 

 

M. Council Reports 
 

 Vice Mayor Hale reported the street department continues with ditch repairs.  He 
also praised Johnny Mercer and his staff for completing repair work on equipment 
which saves the city money. 

 Councilperson Hochreiter stated the fire department continues with training. Chief 
Tucker had submitted his monthly report at the meeting of June 23, 2016.  A copy is 
on file. 

 Councilperson Townes reported the budget and budget amendments were complete.  
He stated that the TML annual conference was successful.  He & Jennifer Waldrup 
reminded everyone of the upcoming 4th of July Freedom Festival, the weekly farmers 
market, and Nights on Broadway (Tennessee River Band).  Jennifer also stated a 
donation had been made to pave the parking lot beside the farmers market. 

 Councilperson Pruneau reported the police continue to be busy with routine police 
work and security checks. The two new officers will begin the police academy in July. 

 Mayor Holland also reported that we had been notified today (June 30) that we 
received the multi-modal grant that will allow us to construct a sidewalk from 
McKenzie Bank – along Cedar Street to Hwy 79.  She said this was a $1,000,000 (One 
Million) dollar grant.  We pay 5% ($50,000).   

 Mayor Holland stated the easements on Stonewall Street had been signed and filed 
for that sidewalk project.
